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HIGHLIGHTS OF THE 1954 ALA CONFERENCE 


To most of us Minneapolis itself was one of the highlights of the 1954 annual 
conference of ALA. A genuinely hospitable city in a Paul Bunyan atmosphere, 
whose milling skyline reflects the soft blue of its many lakes, was a perfect set- 
ting for an enthusiastic meeting. -This.73rd conference opened and closed on a 
note of "Knowledge -- A free people's surest strength. "' 


Today's challenge to the librarian was expressed by President Marrell of the 
University of Minnesota, speaker for the first general session, who said: "This is 
the heart of the matter; the idea that the citizen of a democracy needs knowledge; 
that learning is more than an armament, that instruction must be useful." And by 
L. Quincy Mumford, new president of ALA, at the closing session when he said, 
"Man's right to read what pleases him is meaningless unless library resources 
are made available to those who lack them. " 


The AASL put the conference off to a good start on Sunday, evening, June 20, 
when they entertained with a Smorgasbord dinner at the Athletic Club in honor of 
authors and illustrators. Marchette Chute spoke on the topic, "Discovering the 
person behind the writer. '' Hostesses were in Scandinavian costume and young 
people danced the native dances of their ancestors. 


There were four AASL early bird discussion groups at.8:15 A.M. Record 
crowds attended these sessions where the pressing practical needs of school li- 
braries were discussed; The child and his development; How are our. school 
library materials purchased; who is responsible for selecting our materials. -- 
librarians, teachers, or pupils; Role of the librarian in curriculum planning; 
How is the librarian to do everything that is required and yet not act as a super- 
visor; and Meeting the school library needs in classification. 


The importance and value of AASL participation in as many educational con- 
ferences as possible both on a state and national level was made evident. 


"Growth of the individual pupil is essential and can be kept alive by good 
teachers and librarians, '' was brought out by Dr. George B. McCume, Professor 
of Social Studies, who addressed the Thursday afternoon general session of AASL. 


It was voted in AASL business session that the constitution be revised to in- 
corporate all changes published in the May issue of School Libraries. 





There was time for exhibitors and librarians to get together to discuss this 
year's exceptionally attractive and informative exhibit of books and library sup- 
plies. 


The convention ended on an enthusiastic note and a hope that we would again 
be able to visit our Minnesota friends some day.

Dr. Paul N. Elbin will speak at the dinner meeting on "How to Be a Librari- 
an and Like It.'' He is president of West Liberty State College in West Virginia, 
record editor. of Etude Magazine, ‘has had extensive radio experience, is a capti- 
vating, humorous and inspirational speaker, and also an author. He spcke at last 

i year's NEOTA and will speak at WOTA this year. 


} | Saturday's program will begin with two group meetings. The elementary 
school group will have Mrs. Martha Marble, supervisor of elementary school li- 
braries, Elyria; and winner of this year's Dutton Award. The other group has not 
been definitely arranged at this time, but promises to be of a practical nature, with 
opportunity for audience participation. 
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Following the group meetings; there will be a general session devoted to new 
books. Miss Helen Ferris,:who this year celebrates her 25th anniversary as edi- 
tor of Junior Literary Guild, will talk on ''Teen-age Tested New Books." Again, 
there will be time for audience participatia on use of books.

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LIBRARY PROCEDURES AT SCOTT HIGH SCHOOL LIBRARY, TOLEDO. 


The library procedure at Scott High School, Toledo, is contained in a mimeo- 
graphed notice sent to teachers, which they are asked to announce and post. The 
following rules are observed: 


I. Student Permits 

1. Teachers may give permits to students in their own classes. Permit 
forms are available in the library. The teacher states the subject 
the student is to read. If it is free reading, please state. 
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LIBRARY PROCEDURES AT SCOTT, continued: 


I. 2. Students will come to the library at the beginning of the study period in- 
stead of going to the study hall. Attendance lists are made and taken to 
study hall supervisors early in the hour. 

3. Study hall teachers will grant no pupil permission to go to the library. 

4. The teacher may take the library cards from the students on the day 
the assignment is due, Teachers will please keep the students’ library 
cards by clasges, and give them again and again to students. 

Il. Classes in Library 

Teachers may arrange to take their classes to the library during the 
class period to read reference materials available there. Arrangements 
. must be made by the teacher with the librarian at least one day in ad- 
vance. This arrangement will reserve the library for that period for 
that class. Resefvatjons for the library will be announced in the morn- 
ing bulletin. Teachers will be expected to direct the work done in the 
library and will he in charge of the class during the entire period. The 
librarian will set aside material for the use of the classes. Bibliogra- 
phies may be sent to the teacher before the class comes if the request 
is made far enough in advance. 
Teachers may send one or more students from their classes during the 
class period to the library to read definite reference assignments. This 
privilege is limjted to stydents doing work in that class of C or better in 
grades. During those hours in which it has been announced that the li- 


brary is reserved for the use of an entire class no students may be sent.

At Scott High School in Toledo, a rating sheet has been made up to evaluate 
the library assistants. You may want to use similar material in rating your own 
assistants in your library. The name of the assistant is listed on the sheet and 
the credit that she receives, The various estimates made of the assistant are to 
be indicated by plus or minug marks. 











Does she have general information? Does she have knowledge of books ? 
Has she judgment? Good memory? Initiative ? 
Is her manner with students gracious, courteous, interested, indifferent? 
Has she enough self-confidence? 
Does she learn easily? 
Does she follow directions ? 
Does she see things to do? Is she willing to be told what to do? 
Is she a good mechanical worker ? 
Does she put away and leave in order? 
Has she a sense of responsibility ? 
Is she businesslike? Does she take her work seriously? 
Are assignments well and promptly prepared?

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LIBRARY PROJECTS TO STIMULATE READING IN HIGH SCHOOLS 


Bibliographies -- preparing them for teachers on any subjects they may desire. 


Library Instruction 
Regular lectures and instruction given to all students. This is accomplished 
through the English department, since every student is required totake Eng- 
lish courses. 


Book Talks -- to classes. 


Books sent to rooms of teachers 
Teacher and librarian select set of books and they are placed in teacher's 
room for one week or two and students use them for classroom reading. Also 
they are circulated from teacher's room. 


School Paper -- having library items in each issue of school paper. 
Bulletin Boards -- display appropriate to season, happenings, etc. 


Faculty Teas 
After school, asking a certain department -- history, English, science, etc. 
Meet in library and discuss mutual problems over a cup of tea. 


New Book News 
Seeing that students and faculty are notified and made aware of any new 
books or periodicals. 


Exhibits of Books 
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PROJECTS TO STIMULATE READING IN HIGH SCHOOLS, continued: 


Holding Conferences 
With individual teachers and trying to suggest books and projects that might 
help in their class work. 


Attend All Faculty Meetings 
So as to be fully aware of all school problems, etc. 


Use of Library by Clubs 
Used to hold meetings, give programs, or tea. Stimulates interest in Library. 


Magazines 
Teachers bring classes to Library for periodical study. Magazines displayed 
and discussed at length. Then pupils are given time to read them, etc.

College Bulletins and Catalogues 
Classes brought to Library where all college material is out -- bulletins, 
books, catalogues, etc. -- to help them decide where to go and what 
courses to take. 


Vocational Guidance 
Classes broughtto Library, leat talks are given on vocational guidance. 
Books, pamphlets, monographs, periodicals, etc., displayed. 


Background Projects for History 
Teacher states country and period to be studied. Librarian gets out all 
books dealing with such subjects or related to it -- art, literature, stage, 
architecture, biography, travel, fiction. Students are brought to Library 
and allowed to choose own project to read and work on. 


In English classes when biography is studied classes come to Library and the 
librarian gives talk on biography and reads selections from biographies to inter- 
est students in subject. Very effective. 


Travel Talks -- Same procedure as above. 


Poetry : 
I am very fond of poetry and have done a good deal of work along that line 
the last couple of years. Feel that it is very worth while from results. Stu- 
dents are brought to Library and I have given talks and read poetry with 
them. Seems to change their feeling of aversion to poetry to one of enjoy- 
ment. 


Leisure Reading Periods 
Students brought as a class to Library. Books have been selected and 
scattered around on the tables and the students are encouraged to browse 
and read anything that attracts them.
